McLean during the 
busy senson. In the spring of 1852, he again 
went tu Massnuchusetts, where he spent the summer, 
und in the fall apprenticed liimself to lear the 
mmachinist’s trade under the tirm of k.w T. Ring, 
of Norwich, that State, spending eighteen mouths 


Ln the spring of 1804, he came bach 
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to Massillon, and was employed in [art & Brown’s 
shop for one year; then going to Cleveland he was 
engaged with the Cuyahoga Steam Furnace Co. 
in that line of work for one year, when again taking 
up lis abode in this city, he entered the employ of 
Russell & Co. August 9, 1862, he enlisted in the 
Union army, joining Company E, One Ilundred 
and Fourth Ohio Infantry, and was mustered in as 
Second Lieutenant. With his company he left for 
Kentucky, and eight days later participated in the 
battle of Ft. Mitchell. Ile was taken sick at Mt. 
Vernon and was sent home ona furlough. After 
three months, Mr. Knapp rejoined his regiment at 
Knoxville, Tenn., which place he had much ditli- 
culty in reaching safely. Ife participated in the 
siege at that point, where he had command of his 
company. During the winter, he received his ap- 
poimtinent as First Lieutenant of another company 
but did not accept it. 

In the spring of 1864, our subject joined Sher- 
man’s army, being mustered into service as First 
Licutenant, and commanded his company alone 
until the fall of Atlanta, Ife was then transferred 
to Company 1B, of the same regiment, of which he 
was again given cominand, and after the battle of 
Nashville was again transferred and placed at Tt. 
Fisher with lis regiment, where he was promoted 
to be Captain of Company D, and acting in that 
capacity fought at the battle of Old ‘Town Creek, 
which gaye them possession of Ft. Anderson and 
the city of Wilmington. With his command, Mr. 
Knapp went to Goldsboro, from there to Raleigh, 
and after the surrender of Gen. Johnston, his regi- 
ment was ordered to go to Greensboro to receive 
the surrender of that general. June 17, 1865, he 
was mustered out of service at Crreensboro, and 
was paid off and received his finai discharge at 
Cleveland, July 3d of that year. On again re- 
turning to the peaceful pursuits of life, our subject 
engaged in the machine shops of the Ixcelsior 
Works, with which he remained until the fall of 
1868. Later, he was in the employ of Russell & 
Co., with whom he remained until February, 18st, 
when he established his present business im com- 
pany with Mr. Dillon.

John E. Rose married Zerrilda G. Carr on 
April 1, 1849.

The decision was made to move to Indiana. 
The reason could have been the civil unrest 
that led to the outbreak of the Civil War, or 
some other still hidden reason.
